F. York, identified as 
‘‘a mustachioed transient from 
Georgia,’ said he was fed up 
with the terrorist society and 
wanted to get rid of his tattoo 
marks.

other Pachuco member in Chi- 


cago by reporting there were girl 
‘auxiliary’? members of his gang 
in Los Angeles. 

York, serving a one-year rob- 
-bery term at Illinois State Prison 
in Joliet, talked about the society 
as authorities made new 
searches for Pachucos at the 
prison and at Ft. Sheridan, Il. 

The Pachucos, active in south- 
ern California for many years, 


specialize in narcotics addiction, | 
beatings, rape and robbery, ac- 
cording to information received 
by authorities. 

A major military investigation 
into the Pachuco society began 
last week when members were 
found among a group of trouble- 
inakers at Chanute Air Force 
Base, Rantou, Ill. Officers said 
106 men were rounded up and 
were found wearing Pachuco 
marks, Since then the investiga- 
tion has spread to five other Air 
Force bases and to Ft. Campbell, 
Ky., and Ft. Sheridan. 

York said he was inducted into 
the society in the Los Angeles 
County jail in 1950. He said the 
jailing and an ability to win fights 
qualified him for membership. 

He said there were about 27 
male Pachucos and eight girls, 
who also qualified by acquiring 


jail records, 


York said male members tat- 
tooed dots under their right eyes 
for each jailing, while the girls 
had the dots under their left eyes. 
He said he became gang leader, | 
which entitled him to eight dots 
and a ‘“‘lucky’’ number 13 tat- 
tooed on a finger. 


York said he found a number | 


of Pachuco members when he 
went to Chicago last September 
but that he was no longer active 
in the society... He said he wants 
to go home to Georgia after his 
robbery sentence is completed 
and wants to get ‘‘these Pachuco 
marks rubbed off.’’ 

Earlier Rex Orton, 26, another 
youth wearing the Pachuco 
marks, who was seized by Chi- 
cago police, told of qualifying on 
the West Coast by driving a car 
at 80 miles an hour toward an- 
other car at night with headlights 
out, in a test of his nerve.

The gigantic task of mapping 
and revaluating all property in At- 
lanta and Fulton County — some

by the Joint City-County Board of 
Tax Assessors with representa- 
tives of a Florida appraisal firm 
acting as consultants, is expected 
to be finished by Jan. 1, accordigg 
to Warren P. Hunnicutt, valuation 
engineer acting as consultant ap- 
praiser. 

What effect the revaluation will 
have on local taxes cannot actual- 
ly be determined until 1955 when 
the Board of Tax Assessors sets | 
the level of values, Hunnicutt said. | 

To say the revaluation will have | 
the effect of doubling or tripling’ 
tax loads would give an entirely | 
incorrect picture, he said, since! 
the assessors are not merely in- 
creasing present valuations but are! 
making ‘‘a complete revaluation of 
properties from scratch.”’ 
PREVIOUS VALUES 


“Previous values had no influ- 
ence on our valuations at all. The 
purpose of the project is to equal- 
ize everyone's taxes,’ he pointed 
out. | 

All of the revaluations—for land 
and buildings—have heen worked 
out on a basis of approximately 
9 per cent of current market 
values, which is about the 1942 
price level, Hunnicutt said.

Then appraisers made complete 
studies of each house—roof and 
wall construction, substructure, 
rooms, heating, electricity, plumb- 
ing — and eventually classified 
them in one of nine groups, rang- 
ing from the cheapest to the most 
expensive homes. 

In addition the appraisers made 
studies of the land on which the 
homes are located. Then they add- 
ed the value of the land to the 
value of the home to get a total 
valuation. These were checked 
against the market value of prop- 
erty in the area. 

FEW COMPLAINTS | 


Because of the careful checking, 
Hunnicutt said, appraisers have 
had ‘“‘very few complaints’ about 
appraisals. 

“When property owners don't 
think our values are fair, we send 
men right out to recheck — and 
sometimes find errors,’”’ he _ ex- 
plained. 

In order that property owners 
may see what values have been 
given their homes and may “‘see 
if they are on an equal basis with 
their neighbors,”’ the appraisers 
are, area by area, opening tax 
books so owners may come in and 
check the valuations. 

During the survey, : engineers 
and appraisers studied more than 
80,000 real estate sales over the 
past five years to reach a fair 
assessment value. A_ study was 
also made of the building cost in- 
dex for the Atlanta Metropolitan 
area to establish a cost index for 
the project. : 
EQUALIZE RATES 

Hunnicutt pointed out that be- 
cause of changes over the past 20 
years in real estate values, the 
survey was vitally needed to equal- 
ize tax rates. 

In areas such as Atlanta’s Pryor 
atreet ‘‘garment district’’ for ex- 
ample, values have declined con- 
siderably, but property owners 
there are still being assessed as 
they were years ago. Out in the 
Peachtree-Buckhead business sec- 
tion, values have greatly increased 
but taxes are unchanged. 

This has resulted in an unequal 
tax burden, he continued. There- 
fore, the revaluation will have the 
effect of increasing taxes in some 
areas, lowering them in others, 
while in some sections they will 


remain the same, Hunnicutt ex- 
plained. 
The new valuations — or what 


percentage of these values is tak- 
en by the Board of Tax Assessors 
as the assessed valuations—will go 
into effect Jan. 1, 1956. 

NEAR COMPLETION | 


Hunnicutt said that his work 
force is being reduced daily as the 
project nears completion. At pres- 
ent, all field work iscomplete, 
sketches of all buildings are drawn 
and all land units have been es- 
tablished except in the downtown 
business district. 

Land values in the business dis- 
trict embracing six land lots have 
been tentatively 
said. 

Lauding local residents and busi- 
nessmen for their help, Hunnicutt 
said appraisers have had almost 
*‘complete cooperation.” 

“It won't be the people’s fault

SAME PEOPLE 


They're the same people, yes. 

They have the same bodies 
grown bigger. The same minds. 
But a bewildering change has 
come over them. They are no 
longer little children.

We wonder: Why does there 
seem at times to be a chasm 
widening between us? Why does 
he look down on us and tell us 
virtually that we know nothing? 
What can we do to get him 
over acting as if he knew it all? 


OWN EXPERIENCES 


A father says: 

“My kid has me stumped. 
One day he’s reading about 
world affairs and discussing 
them like an old man. 

‘‘The next day he’s tearing up 
bits of sponge and floating 
them in the tub like a twelve- 
year-old, claiming he’s carrying 
on great experiments. 

‘‘He’s a neither-nor. You don't 
know how to treat him.”’ 

Your adolescent may put on 
bravado or an I-don’t-care man- 
ner. He may appear callous and 
noncommittal, as if nothing you 
do makes any impression. 

But underneath he reacts 
keenly. He is at an age when 
his feelings are heightened and 
quickened. 

Many times he 
with surges of feeling within 
him bigger than he can 
fortably manage. They frighten 
him. And so, he tries often to 
cover up to himself as well as 
to you what he feels. 


REAL FEELINGS 


His I-don't-careness is one of 
his coverings. His air of how- 
big-I-am is another. 

Actually he is deeply desir- 
ous of having you understand. 

In adolescence many old un- 
solved fears crop up more 
frighteningly. Many old wishes 
more disturbingly. Many 
old imaginings press more 
vividly. 

Those of us who live and work

with children need to under- 
stand the drives and wishes 
and fears that propel them. 


Then, when a youngster be- 
haves in ways that now seem 
inexplicable, we shall be able 
to say to ourselves: 

*‘Look, he isn’t doing these 
things to spite me. His faulty 
behavior isn’t necessarily a re- 
sult of faulty handling. 

“‘He is also in_the grip of 
mistaken ideas. Since I see that 
I'm not all to blame, I feel more 
sympathetic and tolerant.”’ 

This is heartening. 

As more of us realize that the 
blame for everything big and 
small does not have to rest on 
our shoulders, it frees us to 
focus more profoundly on what 
we want for our child.

Miss Tommie Dora Barker is retiring this week and, al- 
though her friends say she is not ‘‘a rocking chair type person,”’ 
it makes me long for not only a rocking chair but a good stout 
hammock just to think of the amount of service Miss Barker has 
given the book reading citizens of this country. 


Since 1909 she has been in library work, including 15 years 
(from 1915 to 1930) as chief of the Atlanta library and 18 years 
as dean of the Emory University Library school. 


She is recognized throughout the nation as an outstanding 
authority in her field and as a leader in the education of the 
young men and women who have gone forth to run libraries that 
disseminaive tearning and enlightenment to the young. 


She came along in a period when women weren't being recog- 
nized and honored at every turn no matter how much community 
service they gave but she was unusual even for her era. 


Miss’ Barker won an honorary degree of doctor of letters 
from Emory University back in 1930 — the first and only honor- 
ary degree the school has.even given to a woman. 


The University recognized her for her service ‘‘to her city, 
her state and the South” and at the time of the presentation the 
president of Emory described her as a ‘‘student of the cultural 
needs of the public, pioneer in library organization in the South, 
leader in the development of professional training for librarians.” 


Lucille Nix and Fannie Hinton, long-time personal friends 
and colleagues of Miss Barker, paid tribute to her in the last 
quarterly issue of The Southeastern Librarian.

She helped to found such professional groups as the South- 
eastern Library Assn. and the Georgia Library Assn., both of 
which she has served as president, and she was also president 
of the Association of American Library Schools in 1939 and 1940. 


*“‘Miss Barker has demonstrated over a period of years her 
knowledge of and skill in the political process as related to 


library legislation,’ 


wrote her friends. 


“She has worked effec- 


tively with governors, legislators and other officials in securing 
passage of library laws and obtaining state funds for school and 
public library service establishment and improvement. ... Much 
of Georgia’s successful achievements in school, county and re- 
gional library development can be credited to the wise counsel 


of Miss Barker.’’ 


Of course, she came along at a time when the Atlanta library 
was not the farflung enterprise it is now with branches all over 
town and records and paintings circulating as freely as the 


tover boys ever did. 


But she has ever been one to enjoy progress and her friends 
say that for all her devotion te work Miss Barker has not lived a 


one-sided life. 


She loves travel and new experiences. She likes to meet new 
people and eat new foods and now, while she is still in possession 
of her youthful curiosity, her zest for living and a considerable 
amount of her strength and energy, she’s about to take off for 
perhaps the liveliest retirement a librarian ever had.

British Worried 
By Red Power

| LONDON, Aug. 29 (#—Britain is 
'deeply concerned at the mounting 
2ussian challenge to Western con- 
trol of the sea lanes. The growing 
Soviet fleet now ranks next in size 
to the U.S. Navy and putting 
into operation the world’s most 
powerful submarine force.

The British, whose survival de- 
pends on ocean shipping, are re- 
viewing their own naval strength 
after the Admiralty’s disclosure 
last Wednesday of the big Russian 
fleet construction program now un- 
der way. 

The conservative Sunday Times 
said in its lead editorial the Ad- 
miralty figures “indicate that if 
Moscow, Washington and London 
continue their respective naval pol- 
icies about two years longer, Rus- 
sia will be the first naval power 
in the world.”’ 

SLIPS BACK 

The Admirakty’s unusual step of 
publishing detailed estimates of 
Russian naval building was a cal- 
culated effort to focus attention on 
/how badly Britain has slipped from 
ts prewar No. 1 naval spot to 
third place in size behind the 
Americans and Russians.

Russian strength in ‘‘two or three 
years’ was estimated at 500 sub- 
marines, 30 cruisers, 150 destroy- 
ers, 900 motor torpedo boats, 1,000 
mine sweepers, 300 escort vessels, 
4,000 naval aircraft and numerous 
patrol and landing craft. 

British experts point out that the 
Russian fleet could not begin to 
stand up to a slugging match with 
the combined fleets of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization pow- 
ers, 

CARRIER LACK 


As far as is known, the Rus- 
sians do not have a single aircraft 
carrier. 

The new Red fleet puts its em- 
phasis on submarines and fast 
cruisers. It shapes up as a force 
designed mainly to destroy supply 
ships that the United States—as 
the main arsenal of the West— 
would have to use in time of war 
to support military operations in 
Europe, the Middle East and the 
Pacific. 

What scares the British more 
than anything else is the Russian 
submarine force, which right now 
is estimated at 350, half of them 
with cruising ranges up to 20,000 
miles. Britain’s entire submarine 
fleet is roughly equivalent to Rus- 
sia’s yearly output—about 52. 
STARTS WAR 
Germany ‘‘started the war with 
only 57 submarines,’ said the 
Daily Telegraph, ‘‘and never 
ashieved Russia's present rate of 
/praduction—about one a week. Yet 
with a submarine strength never 
more than a third of Russia's 
‘strength, they nearly brought us 
to our knees.” 
| The German subs sank more 
‘than 1,000 British ships between 
11939 and 1941 alone. 
| The British, Canadian and Amer- 
‘ican navies have about 1,000 de- 
stroyers and frigates for antisub- 
marine work. 

To assist in antisubmarine oper- 
ations and to counter enemy naval 
aircraft, the United 
has 36 fleet aircraft 
bb carriers. 

The latest British naval estimate 
lists Roval Navy strength on active 
duty, in reserve and under con- 
struction, at 5 battleships, 19 car- 
riers, 3 ‘“‘ferry carriers,’ 29 crui- 
sers, 8 light cruisers, 92 destroyers 
and 194 frigates.

Britain Can Get 
Its Beer Frozen; 
Warm it Later

LONDON, Aug. 29—Beer, 
which in Britain is served 
warm and with but little 
head, has joined the list of 
foods that can be marketed 
in frozen, concentrated form, 

The report of the food ex- 
perts in Britain's Department 


of Scientific and Industrial 
Research said today that heer 
had been successfully freeze- 
concentrated three to five- 
fold, resulting in great sav- 
ings in transportation. Only 
the bitterer bgers lose a touch 
of their flavor, but this can 
be restored. 

The consumer reconstitutes 
his beer by adding soda water 
to the concentrate. He then 
serves it, warm or cold, ac- 
cording to taste.

Oppenheimer, who was barred 
from atomic secrets by the gov- 
ernment because of questions in- 
volving his loyalty, had been va- 
cationing in the Virgin Islands 
with his wife and two children. 

An FBI spokesman said the bu- 
reau could not ‘‘give out any infor- 
mation at this time’’ when quer- 
ied about the airport incident.

Democrats 
Vow Higher 
Farm Props 


Position Firmer 
Than Stevenson’s

SIOUX FALLS, S.D., Aug. 29 (# 
—Democrats seeking seats in the 
next Congress from 15 Midwestern 
‘states today promised farmers they 
would work for re-establishment of 
high, rigid price supports kicked 
out by the Eisenhower administra- 
) tion. 
| This pledge was made in a joint 
'statement issued by the more than 
three dozen nominees for the Sen- 
ate and the House at the close of 
a farm conference launching the 
party's drive for the Midwest agri- 
cultural vote in the coming é@l&c- 
tion. 

But they did not have the solid 
backing of Adlai Stevenson, the 
party's titular leader. 

/BREACH OF PROMISE 

| In a speech Saturday night cli- 
i'maxing the conference, the 1952 
presidential nominee denounced 
President Eisenhower for a ‘‘cyni- 
cal and total breach of promise” 
io farmers in obtaining enactment 
of a new farm law featuring flex- 
ible price floors. Under this law 
price guarantees are high in time 
of shortages to encourage produc- 
tion and low in times of surpluses 
to discourage overproduction. 

But Stevenson said, in effect, he 
aid not know what the permanent 
solution might be for keeping 
larmers prosperous. He said he 
would have kept the war-born high 
supports “‘at this time’’ as a stab- 
ilizing influence, 

“Perhaps the solution does not 
lie in just the alternatives of the 
so-called flexible supports demand- 
ed by the administration and the 
90 per cent supports,”’ he said. 
PARITY RANGE 

The present supports, which ex- 
pire at the end of this year, are at 
%) per cent of parity for major 
crops. Under the administration's 
new law, they may range between 
82.5 and 90 per cent of parity in 
1955 and from 75 to 90 thereafter, 
Parity is a price declared by law 
to be fair to farmers in relation 
to prices they must pay. 

Most of the party leaders par- 
ticipating in the conference said 
they were convinced that 90 per 
cent supports were the answer. 
Those saying so in open meeting 
‘ncluded U.S. Sens. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, Gillette of Iowa, for- 
mer U.S. Sen. George McGill of 
Kansas, and former Secretaries of 
Agriculture Claude R. Wickard and 
Charles F. Brannan. 

The high support Democrats 
cheered Stevenson's thrust at Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and the Repub- 
lican-controlled Congress, but not 
his statements saying that per- 
haps other solutions to the farm 
problem should be sought. 

1956 NOMINATION 
| This difference in viewpoint ap 
peared likely to have some influ- 
ence in lineups for the 1956 Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 

In their statement, the congres- 
sionel cadidates said. “We will 
stand squarely behind the 1952 
Democratic platform, which 
pledges our party to price supports 
not less than 90 per cent of 
party.”
